George H. Clayton, sales de¬ 
partment division supervisor of 
the company, said the “unpre¬ 
cedented growth” of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and surrounding areas has 
made the holders “totally in¬ 
adequate in supplying the peak 
hour demands of our commu¬ 
nity.” 

Mr. Clayton said that since 
there is no longer available 
property at this location for ex¬ 
pansion of holder and facilities, 
the Gas Company is negotiat¬ 
ing for a site farlher removed 
that will permit the installa¬ 
tion of gas storage “many 
times over the present holder 
capacity” on Monteeito avenue. 

“The company recently en¬ 
larged its pipe lines to Sierra 
Madre to such a degree that 
complete service can be main¬ 
tained for a number of years 
until the larger storage facili¬ 
ties are developed,” he ex¬ 
plained. “This change,” Mr. 
Clayton added, “is indicative of 
the progress and development 
of the community.”

Summer Brings 'Campitis’ 
Epidemic To Most Families 


NOW PLAYING 


Whether it is the tot, child, teenager, adult—or all of them—some member in almost every 
family is by now breaking out in a rash of "campitis." But far from dreading the disease, doc¬ 
tors encourage it as a desirable aid to maturity and/or relaxation. 

The only prescription know to at least temporarily check the ailment is this; send the patient 
to camp. He may return more 
“afflicted” than ever, but then 
who’s to say that isn’t good? 

Which camp would you send 
the patient to? Well, that’s up 
to you. Since there are far more 
camps than cities in Southern 
California, selecting the “right 
one” might pose quite a prob¬ 
lem. 

The Welfare Council of Metro¬ 
politan Los Angeles has ex¬ 
plored this problem, however, 
and each year compiles a direc¬ 
tory for residents of Southern 
California giving pertinent in¬ 
formation on virtually every 
camp.

The County Board of Super¬ 
visors has called upon the 
State Department to negotiate 
for stabilization and possible 
reduction of newsprint prices 
from Canadian paper mills. 

In a resolution presented by 
Supervisor Raymond V. Darby, 
it was said that American 
newsprint, nearly all of which 
is imported from Canada, will 
cost $126 a ton because of the 
recent $10-per-ton increase. 

The effect, Supervisor Darby 
pointed out, will place such a 
burden upon smaller newspa¬ 
pers that- many will have to 
suspend operation. 

In his resolution, Mr. Darby 
stated, . . newspapers in the 
United States and all free coun¬ 
tries are the voices and con¬ 
sciences of demoerary, and the 
suspension of even one free 
newspaper because of the ex¬ 
cessive price of newsprint is a 
step towards stifling the voice 
and conscience of democracy.

The small truck that is sta¬ 
tioned in a private garage on 
Alta Vista Drive is so located 
that it can be driven down into 
the Canyon or used on the hill 
district. Since the new tank was 
added, the truck now carries 450 
gallons of water, enough to ex¬ 
tinguish a lot of fire, if arrival 
is in due time. 

That big fire we mentioned 
will need more water than that. 

If a fire reaches the stage of 
four alarm, there is much doubt 
as to whether enough water is 
available. Better not chance 
that. When a fire starts, notify 
the fire department as soon as 
it is humanly possible. We’ll be 
glad to return, even though we 
were not needed. 

We have reason to be worried. 
The growth is terrific this year. 
Fire permits for open burning 
will be strictly limited and open 
fire without permit may be 
costly to the offender. Please do 
not endanger your neighbors by 
filling the sky wtih hot embers 
that may drop directly into a 
pile of dry weeds or somethin’. 

We are so grateful to our 
friends wh.o help us prevent 
fire. “To get to the front, culti¬ 
vate the right background.” 
This could read, “To save the 
front yard, cultivate the back 
yard.”
